A C alifornia 
M illion aire 
In v estin g in 
F in e B rood M ares. 
N ew Y o rk , August 31st. — A Herald 
special from Lexiugton says: 
It appears 
that Monroe Salisbury, a ten times m illion­ 
aire, of California, has placed eighty thous­ 
and dollars in the bauds of Brasfield and 
Tipton here to purchase fashionably fine- 
bred brood mares. 
This firm has expended about $35,000 
and secured a number of royal-bred stud 
matrons. One daughter 
of 
Mambrino 
Patchen was bought at a cost of $8,000 in 
Nebraska. 
Another, Miss Bemis, by the 
same horse, that cost $7,500, and two 
daughters of Wilkes Boy and Annie Jack­ 
son, the daughter of Red Wilkes, with a 
suckling filly, by Bell Boy. that together 
cost in the neighborhood of $8,000. 
The 
great 
two-year-old 
Evangeline 
(record 2;28i) was also secured for $8,000, 
but owing to a splint, the veterinarians 
who examined her could not say she was 
entirely sound, and Sanlsbury’s agents 
themselves refused to close the trade. 
The mares are being secured to be bred 
to Director and Monioe Chief. 
The pres­ 
ent outlay is the largest made by any one 
man in America this year for trotters. 


T h e State D ep artm en t Ha» T ak en M eas­ 
u res to G et th e E xact F a cts. 
W a s h in g to n , August 31st.—The State 
Department has taken measures to secure 
full particulars of tbe shooting of General 
Barrundia on board the American vessel 
lying in the port of San Jose by the officers 
of the Guatemalan Government, and until 
the exact facts and circumstances con­ 
nected with the affair are known it does 
not care to express any opiDion on the case 
or of the course of Minister Mizner. 
A case involving the identical principle 
occurred in Nicaragua in 1885, and in that 
case Secretary Bayard informed our Min­ 
ister to Central America that the Nicarag­ 
uans bad a right to take tfie man wanted 
from an American merchant vessel, pro­ 
vided she was in Nicaraguan waters. The 
case was that ol Jose Gomez. 
In a letter daled Guatemala, February 
10, 1885, Minister H all informed Secretary 
Erelingbuvsen that be had been informed 
that the Guatemalan Government proposed 
to take from on board the Pacific Mail 
steamer Honduras, then lying in San Juan 
del Sur, a passenger named Gomez in tran­ 
sit for Panama, but wanted in Nicaragua to 
answer a charge of being implicated in re­ 
cent insurrections. Minister H all said be 
bad directed our Consul at Mauague to 
inform the Nicaraguan Government that 
our Government has never consented, and 
never will consent, to the arrest and re 
moval from an American vessel in a for­ 
eign port of any passenger in transit, much 
less if the offense is political. 
The Captain of the vessel did Dot give up 
the man, and aailed out of port without 
securing proper clearance papers. 
He was 
tried and convicted for this by the Nicar­ 
aguan authorities. The case came before 
the State Department in this way, and it 
held that the Minister had not acted ac­ 
cording to law. 
In his letter to the Minis­ 
ter, which is dated March 12, 1885, Secre­ 
tary Bayard says: 
“ It appears that Gomez 
voluntarily took passage on the vessel, 
knowing it would enter en route a Nicar­ 
aguan port. It can safely be affirmed when 
a merchant vessel of one country visits the 
port of another for the purpose of trade, it 
owes temporary allegiance, and is amenable 
to the jurisdiction of tnat country, and is 
subject to tbe laws which govern the port 
it visits, so long as is remains, unless other­ 
wise provided by treaty. Any exemption 
or im m unity from the legal jurisdiction 
must be derived from the consent of that 
country. It is said cases have freqnently 
occurred in which revolutionists ana others 
wanted for offenses of one character or an- 
another, have been seizsd by the Hawaiian 
Government, while on British merchant 
ships, and Great Britain has not protested, 
thus establishing a diplomatic precedent.” 
The Barrundia affair differs from tbe 
other, in that the man was shot, but the 
right to seize being considered a right to 
kill, if resistance is made, is an old estab­ 
lished principle of law. The principal 
criticism made in diplomatic circles of M in­ 
ister Mizner’s course is that of unnecessary 
interference. It is suggested thas he might 
have Biruply stated to the Guatemalans 
that they seize the man at their own risk. 
But the department waits exact informa­ 
tion as to what he did do.

N ew Y o rk , Aueust 31st.—Prof. I’. T. Aus­ 
ten says in the North American fíe view that 
recent scientific investigations indicate that 
the eo-called chemical elements are not 
really elements, but compounds, which in 
time the chemists will be able to separate 
into constituents. 
He adds: 
“Among the heavy elements, and hence 
those that would be expected to yield to 
searching attacks of the chemist, is goid. 
It is not improbable that in time it will 
become possible to m ake gold in large 
quantities, an event whieh will throw it 
out of use as a standard value, so far as it 
derives its own value from its rarity.”

N ew Y o rk , August 31st.—The Tribune 
says: This is a good test season for Pacific 
Coast fruits, for, notwithstanding the short 
Eastern crop, there is daily more or less of 
an offering from Eastern and Southern 
fruit points that have escaped toe calamity to 
growth that attended the last mild winter, 
and since the California picking season be­ 
gan there have been delivered in this city 
almost 250 carloads, and from the prompt 
sale they bave met it looks as if the predic­ 
tion of a few years ago. that New York 
will yet have to use 100 cars a week of 
California fruit, is on the road to realiza­ 
tion.

W a s h in g to n , August 31st.—General Van- 
dever has been working hard to secure 
favorable action by the Senate on his bill 
which passed the House last Saturday, 
creating the Sequoia National Park. The 
Senate’s time will be occupied in the dis­ 
cussion of the tariff bill until September 
tilh, and after that time it is probable that 
matters of national importance will con­ 
sume the time of the Senate until adjourn­ 
ment. 
General Vandever is anxious to have the 
measure passed by tbe Senate before ad­ 
journm ent, as it is likely that nearly all of 
tbe next session will be occupied in the 
discussion of the Federal election bill.

IN THE HOUSE OF GOD. 


Admiral Brown, of the Charleston, was 
evidently misled by some one in Honolulu. 
The papers of that city at hand for August 
19th do not speak of any political move­ 
ment in Hawaii that can be considered 
revolutionary in the sense expressed by the 
Admiral. There has been a movement to 
amend the Constitution. A new draft 
was made and presented to the King, and 
a procession of people visited the palace 
and asked Kalakaua to call a constitutional 
convention to consider the proposed docu­ 
ment. The matter has been discussed in 
the Legislative Council. But we cannot 
discover from the daily press of Honolulu 
that the Government or the people con­ 
sider the movement as at all dangerous 
to the peace of the Island Kingdom, or 
that it will be followed up by a resort to 
force. 
The facts appear to be these. On the 
morning of August lGth a committee of 
forty-two persons, mainly native born and 
tribal Hawaiians, headed by a brass 
band, marched to the palace and presented 
to the King a petition for the call of a con­ 
stitutional convention. There appears to 
have been good order and perfectly legal 
activity. The King received the com­ 
mittee in state and addressed it from the 
throne. He clearly stated his views on 
the matter as being favorable to the move­ 
ment and promised to lay the petition be­ 
fore the Legislative Council and advise af­ 
firmative action, which he did shortly after. 
The petition recites that at a mass meet­ 
ing held on August 9th the proposition for 
a new constitution was debated and a reso­ 
lution adopted to petition the King and 
the legislative Council in the premises. 
The petition recites that the KiDg had 
been forced in 1S87 to abandon the con­ 
stitution of Kamehamaha V., and to sub­ 
mit another without proper time being 
allowed for its consideration 
That such 
action was disgraceful to the Kingdom, 
and that the King was driven to approve 
the present Constitution under threats 
that left him no resort but submission. 
That the present Constitution limits the 
suffrage right and the rights of the crown 
to an extent subversive of good govern­ 
ment. That it is also objectionable iu 
many other respects, as it endangers peace, 
checks labor and infringes upon personal 
liberty to an unwarranted extent. 
The whole proceeding appears to have 
been within the law and the right of pe­ 
tition, and while it is true that it con­ 
templates radical reform of the substruc 
tural laws of the Kingdom, we cannot dis­ 
cover that the agitation is at all likely to 
involve the Islands in civil war, unless, 
indeed, the Legislature treats the petition 
with such contempt as to greatly anger the 
petitioners, who appear to represent a con­ 
siderable body of the Hawaiian people and 
who are of a class entitled to respect. 
As to what the Legislative Council will 
do with the petition is in doubt. The 
reference to a committee has been made, 
and while the Advertiser thinks the Con­ 
stitution will be amended so as to answer 
satisfactorily the objections to profiertv 
qualifications for electors in choosing 
nobles, the Gazette thinks nothing will be 
done and that the conservative element in 
the Council will defeat any attempt to 
amend the Constitution, and that there 
the matter will end. 


The Democratic press of the State would 
have us believe that Mr. Buckley nomi­ 
nated Mr. Pond for the good of .his, Buck­ 
ley’s, health, or some other reason than 
the true one. When was Chris Buckley 
ever known to make a nomination out of 
pure sentiment or lofty purpose ? He is a 
political boss because it pays him. He 
would not dare, if even so incliued to waste 
favors, as it is claimed he did for Mr. 
Pond, for mere love of the candidate, since 
out of such sowing he could reap no har­ 
vest, and his lambs would grow thiu and 
desperate to the verge of desertion. It. 
will not do. Buckley was at San Jose for 
Buckley. He wielded power there because 
he had it to wield, and he possessed it be­ 
cause of past promise and performance. He 
was not there as a wrecker of his own 
bark—on the contrary, he will have none 
but favoriDg gales for its canvas. If the 
wind blows Buckley’s way it is because he 
has determined that it shall, and such is 
his power, by reason of the venality of San 
Francisco Democratic politics, the corrup­ 
tion in office, the shaving of salaries, the 
pinching of contracts, and the broad per­ 
centage paid the party autocrat and his 
underlings for nearly every official action 
involving money or the exchange of power, 
that Buckley has the local Democracy 
under his thumb, and exerts a malign in­ 
fluence even outside of party lines.

The press is undoubtedly 
the most perfect piece of mechanism of its 
class on the Pacific coast, and is exactly 
like the one now being built by the Goss 
Company for the R e c o rd U n io n , excppt 
that the latter will be a little larger. The 
Post is now the beat equipped evening 
paper in California. 
Willard P. Calkins has commenced the 
publication of a weekly newspaper at Col­ 
fax, called the Sentinel. It is a seven col­ 
umn, four-page paper, fiiied with bright 
local and general news, and it onght to be 
liberally supported in the thriving com­ 
munity where it is published. It is inde­ 
pendent in politics, and will be devoted 
specially to the interests of upper Placer 
and lower Nevada county.

M rs. R J. -durphy. w h o was throw n from 
her carnage last week, was m ore seriously 
hu rt than was at first supposed. 
T he work on the dam has been started 
tip again, and during the week a lull course 
of stone has been put down. T he water 
above it is now very low, and every day a 
big drop in its depth is to be observed. 
A very pleasant picuic party assembled 
at Am erican lake, near Clarksville, on Sun 
day last. The young people from all over 
that part of the country attended, and tbe 
day was spent in boat riding, social cunver. 
sation. singing, music, etc. 
A most disastrous tire occurred about ten 
miles east of Folsom on Sauday afiernoon, 
which burned over about 1.500 arres ot 
land, and destroyed a great amount of prop­ 
erty. The lire originated on Mrs. Dor- 
mody’s ranch, and so intense was the beat 
that although the entire community was 
out fighting the fire, the only way its pro­ 
gress could be checked was by back-firing. 
Mrs. lJorruody lost about three hundred 
cords of wood and a long line of fencing, 
and tbe residence of Henry Fish, with its 
entire contents, was consumed. It was one 
of the most destructive field tires that ever 
occurred in these parts.

At the Fourteenth-street Presbyterian 
Church the pastor, Rav. G. P. Tindall, 
preached his firet anniversary sermon, an­ 
nouncing as his text: Luke viii., 18: 
“Take heed, therefore, how ye hear.” 
Acls xx., 27: “For I have not shunned to de­ 
clare unto you all the counsel of God.” 
The speaker said: 
This day completes one year that I have stood 
before you as a preacher of the gospel. There 
is much of grave responsibility iu presenting 
Bible truths lo the congregation assembled k r 
tbe worship of Almighty God. The speaker is 
supposed to lead the thoughts of m e heaters in 
holy worship in tbe exercise of spiritual devo- 
tioii. To him it is not like other rostrums—it 
is far differeut. There is a sacredness attaching 
to this place. If anywhere on eanh it may be 
proper to say to a man, "Take off thy shoes, lor 
the place where ihou staudest is holy ground," 
that place is whtre the preacher ot the gospel 
Manas when addressing the people on the .sab­ 
bath day. It has ever been to me a place ol re­ 
s rainl—a place calling lor special carefulness 
and prayeriul consideration, both as to how 
one shou.d speak aud what one should say. 
That has been the chief reason, so far as I could 
see. why 1 never could succeed in preaehiog 
extemporaneously. Before entering the minis­ 
try 1 had spoken uot a little, for a young man. 
iu this manuer extemporaneously. But when I 
came into the sacred desk 1 had no freedom in 
that manuer of public address. 1 could not un­ 
derstand it, yet it was so. I tound l luual delib- 
atelv prepare’ beforehand what 1 had to say 
there, anil when I had done that the 
best that I could do was to preach what I 
had prepared and quit when doue. Iu other 
words, 1 must have beaten oil ior the sanctuary. 
During the last ytar 1 have said very little here 
that I had not previously thought oi aud delib­ 
erately considered. And the chief iegret of all 
my ministerial life has been that I could think 
of nothing better to say to tbe people a?sem 
bled on God’s holy day. One can never do 
justice to the great theme. To this end I have 
during all my ministerial lile set apart the best 
part of the day for pulpit preparation—the 
freshest part, when I would be in the best form 
and condition to think and write. And 
I have seldom allowed my pea to run 
when I felt weary. Two or three hours 
in 
the 
forenoon 
has 
usually 
been 
the time I could sit and write on a sermon. As 
soon as 1 felt at all weary I dropped my pen, 
saying, when rested, and when i am fresher, I 
may think of something better to say; 1 will not 
give to th3 people the words of weariness. 
Oitcn the words of the preacher may not be 
very inspiring, stirring, or suggestive, but they 
are the best ibe preacher could do. To prepare 
anything like au original discourse, wheu the 
thoughts are peculiarly tbe preacher's own 
thoughts, aud uot the copied thoughts of other 
men. is a labor no one can appreciate who has 
not tried it, and particularly to do this a hun­ 
dred times a year to the same congregation of 
quick-witted, intelligent people. 
Bermons are like mftiee; one has to prospect 
for them to find them. They do not lie on the 
surface; there may be surlace indication-, but 
one must dig to see if there be any rich ore 
there Seme phrase or expression, some text 
or sentence may come into one’s miud. Is 
there a sermon iu it is quite another tbiug; and 
a preacher muv spend a day studying aud re­ 
volving it in his mind aud come to ihe conclu­ 
sion that it is a harreu theme. As the miner 
has the whole landscape before him aud knows 
not where to sink his snail, so ihe preacher has 
the whole Bible, and his whole congregation, 
and the community iu which he lives, and 
Christian literature Defore him. The difficulty 
is to choose a subject. This isofteu his most 
perplexing work. Wheu the sculptor has his 
subject decided ou he cau then fall to work on 
the huge, unsightly mass ot marble and ere 
long have it into some shape according to his 
ideal; so the preacher, wheu his subject is de­ 
cided upon, can at once go to work aud study, 
aud read, aDd think, aud louk at it from differ­ 
ent points of view, till itshRll crystallize and 
assume in bis miud the shape aud form of a 
public discourse. It requires an active mind to 
do this work well from year to year. I can but 
think that those noted preachers of the day, 
whose pulpit utterances are scattered by the 
press all over tbe wide world every week, are 
the most active minds of our time. 
It is exceedingly interesting work. Perhaps 
a man is never happier than when he is fully 
engaged in working up a grand gospel 
theme. 
The gospel is stimulating, inspir­ 
ing, uplifting to the mind. And the 
preacher benefits himself more than auy 
oue else. 1 hat is always a good prayer meeting 
wheu the brothers or sisters toak au active 
part. A good brother whom I had the pleasure 
to have iu my congregation, who did some re­ 
ligious visiting every day, used to say, "The 
visitor was benefited, whether the visited were 
or not,” and in his ease the visited ooubtless 
were. In the fcabbath service, when the 
preacher is leading lire devotions of Ihe people, 
he is so placed as of necessity to take in the 
whole spirit of the occasion. In this view J can 
say that I feel that I have been benefited 
the past year. My belief in God personally has 
been deepened aud become more of a conscious 
realization, aud my fed nearness lo Him has, I 
think, beeu sensibly increased. This I take to 
be the chief mark of improvement in our indi­ 
vidual personal religion. The great error of 
Adam and Eve was lit gettin gawav from God. 
Gur religious work is to get back to Him, and as 
near to Him as possible, so that He should be 
the very life ot our souls. Iu pro;>orlion us we 
realize that uearness we cau’t go wrong. 'I o be 
thus led by the spirit of God is the way of holi- 
uess among men on earth and a foretaste of 
heaven. 
I am very thankful for your kindness to me 
the past year. I have all this time had ihe glad 
feeling that my lot was cast among friends. 1 
have greatly enjoyed the fact that a spirit of 
unity and concord has pervaded this society 
aud congregation. Ana I have appreciated 
your religious supi*>ri; that you have responded 
lo the expression of religious truth aud senti- 
meut. Iu this way the congregation empha­ 
sizes the gospel as preached from the sacred 
desk. They take it ud aud echo it to others, 
and help to make it a power among the people 
When our h e a t takis lire under the glowing 
words of salvation, others get kindled, and a 
whole congregation may under God b.come 
alíame with spiritual devotion. 
Our increase of membership has been fully 
twelve percent. Though not large, it is an in­ 
crease that we may very well be thauklul lor. 
And the accession to tne congregation, where 
friends have become attendants and sup­ 
porters, has been greatly helpful by a 
larger percentage. OI tbe entire expense of 
our choreh improvements, amounting to 5INS, 
forty-two per Cent, has been given by those who, 
or.e year ago. were not attendants or contribu­ 
tors "in this congregation. In the matter of the 
new roof costing $78, forty-eight dollars was 
borne by the carpeutt rs who put it ou, one lo 
the amount ol twelve, the others thirty-six 
dollars. It is appreciated by all, the excellent 
improvement to our bouse of worship. How 
ditierent the aprcarar.ee of ihis room from that 
of a year ago. It seems as though it were not 
the same place. And then tbe ouiside isas well 
done as the inside, with paint and shingles. 
Aud the fact that no debt is increased, that all 
is paid for, is reason for thankfulness. 1 never 
saw a church w here this kind of work seemed 
to come so easily as here. The congregation is 
telf-help’ul. and good friends outside the con­ 
gregal iou have cheerful y aided, doubtless be­ 
cause they saw that you were meu who were 
earnest workeis and do it yourselves. 
'1 he other part of our text is, "Take heed how 
ye hear.” Good listmng is, perhaps, as rare as 
good speaking. I never witnessed but oue scene 
where there seemed to be absolute and intense 
listening, that was in the United Btates Seuate, 
wheu oue of our country’s greatest statesmen 
was addressing the United Slate Seuatc on the 
omnibus bill. It was a memorable debate, a 
discussion which delayed the rebellion ten 
vears; it secured a temiwrary peace between 
the North aDd South that endured for a time, 
while it was not a fundamental settlement. The 
speaker, in his profound insight Into the gene­ 
sis of our government, in hie familiarity with 
our history Irom his long experience in public 
service aud his active participation in the dis­ 
cussion of ail the leading questions oi public ad­ 
ministration, foresaw the comiDg storm of dis­ 
union. He thiew his whole power of reason­ 
ing and persuasion into that solemn hour of 
debate, aud Senators aud Representatives list­ 
ened as if the faie of this great republic huag 
upon the utterance of Mr. Webster's lips. I 
secured a staudlng place a few feet outside the 
door, ami could hear. There was no noise, ab­ 
solute stillucs*. 
I cannot expect that Rny words of mine shall 
ever receive the attention which that day was 
giveu lo the words of the renowned Senator. 
»et all the while 1 ain speaking upon a subject 
of graver and more solemn interest than that 
which was the theme ol the Senator’s discussion. 
He was endeavoring to reconcile hi* fellow 
countrymen with each other, to establish peace 
between toe North and the South. 1 am speak­ 
ing upou the matter of lar deeper interest to 
eaeh ol us—tbe reconciliation of man with 
God: of peace between heaven aud eanh. 
When our Savior littered these words of our 
text. He had just illustrated by a parable Ihe 
fact that much that is said to people on the sub­ 
ject of re igion has little Influence. It is like 
seed sown bv ihe wayside when the birds pick 
It up for food,or like seed fallen upon rocky 
ground, where there is uo depth ol soil or 
among thorns, where the wild growth chokes 
the gr nvth of what you sow. Out oi four sow­ 
ing*-. according to our Savior" s illustrations, only 
one lakes root and prospers. 
Oue is much more ikely to be benefited by 
what he hears in pu* lie discourses if one has 
previously s1 udied and thought upon the subject, 
if one read a page or paragraph in a book, and 
some parts s'rike the miud with some special 
force, one can turn back and reread. But not 
sj in h-aring pub do disc urses—the speaker 
goes right on, and you must take iu the mean­ 
ing as the speaker proceeds, or not at all. This 
was a great advantage enjoyed by tbe senator. 
The subject of his speech hsd been before the 
public miud for weeks and monihs; every 
newspaper had d seussed it. and everybody 
ws6 somewhat familiar with the reason lug on 
both sides of the subject, and now the question 
waa. What will this expounder of the Coustitu- 
liou say upon this subject? So people were 
prepared to listen to that speech, in like man­ 
ner. if we have made the great and important 
subject ol religion a matter of thought and 
stuuy and reaoing during the week, ihe mind 
will in lhat proportion be prepared 10 profit by 
the Babtiatn discourse. But it no attention has 
b on given to the subject during the week, no 
meditation of the mind turned upon it. no book 
or paper read, uo prayer offered, and the indi­ 
vidual comes to chinch on Sunday wilh his 
mind wholly secularized, the religious dis­ 
course will be to him as au unfamiliar lbeme. 
The peculiar religious mtatiing of many words 
will fall lo be apprehended: many thoughts 
will escape his notice, and soon he has lost tbe 
thread oi ihe speaker's reasoning, the conree 
lion ot pans, and the whole sermon fails to 
Interest him. If. on the contrary, he had 
thought and read and studied the subject dui- 
iug the week, his altentioa may at ouce have 
beeu ancsted by some light thrown on a ques­ 
tion he had been considering: the mean­ 


ing 
of 
terms 
may 
appear. 
and 
the general subject of 
discourse may 
have some intimate relation to what he has 
been studying. In this case he is sure to be­ 
come deeply interested and may be greatly 
benefited I can now reap much more benefit 
from hearing a sermon than I could years ago 
ior the reason that I have been trying to make 
sermons for years. This study seems to qualify 
me to listen with a profit I formerly did not re­ 
alize. I can now uuders and the remark cf a 
noted Methodist Episcopal minister whom I 
heard in my boyhood. He stid he could wish 
that such of his hearers had had the benefit of 
prep m ug aud preaching one sermon. lean 
now see that that would be au ex' eilent prepa­ 
ration io listen to, and be profiled by, the ser­ 
mons of others. And what good we may do or 
are doing by our preaching is largely from this 
very cause-^-that so many ot our hearers do 
make the subject of religion a study, th.y do 
think and read upou it during the week. Oil 
the Sabbath day in tne house of God we do not 
speak on novel or foreign themes, but on sub­ 
jects iu which they are already deeply inter­ 
ested. So [hat they do respond with apprecia­ 
tion to the utterances iiom the preacher. We 
act and react upon one another, aud thus build 
one another up in our most holy iaiih. This 
response from ihe pews greaily helps the 
§ 
readier. Ttere are few persons who do uot 
elieve what they believe more strougly, with 
a sensible increase of faith, when other people 
express iheir assent and agreement with them. 
1 know not that I ever believed anything so 
strougly that I did not feel aided and invigor­ 
ated ill my belief by other persons agreeing 
with me. Iu this way Paul went all over the 
country ot (¡alalia and Phrygia in order, 
strengthening the disciples. How it does in­ 
vigorate ones mind and heart, ones belief, to 
hear his own belief and sentiments advocated 
by another. In general people are more luter- 
e-ted to hear their own sentiments advocated 
and applauded than to be taught something 
wholly new. Investigation has shown that the 
immense expense ot tne press is paid for, more 
cn ihe principle of paying for the advocacy of 
ones own ideas than for being taught essen­ 
tially new ideas. What is called the news of 
the passing day is very superficial, mean­ 
ing the happenings 
of the 
hour. Ih e 
history of human knowledge shows that 
the discoveries of great and important 
truths, in ihis sense new truths, have met wilh 
the fiercest opposit ion. Galileo had to bow 
down, aud on his knees and in siuctrity confess 
the error and heresy of the moti n of the earth 
about the sun. Inventors generally have had to 
hide themselves Irom the skeptical gaz.- ami 
ridicule of their fellow men. So was it with 
Whitney, the inventor of the cotton gin, which 
almost created the greatest industry', and real­ 
ized to the southern half of our country its 
greatest wealth. S e how it was with Fulton, 
who was jeered and scoffed and ridiculed till 
he hid himself from the multitude when he 
sent forth his first sieamboat ou Americau 
waters. And wheu this new aud strange cralt 
bad made the trip Irom New York to Albany, 
there were not wanting some to say, "She can’t 
do it again.” How should all suchp rsons hide 
their laces with shame when ihey see the out­ 
come, and witness such a trial trip as the mag­ 
nificent steamer Ban Francisco, built ou our 
coast, making over twenty miles per hour. 
But the world is learning wisdom and the in­ 
ventor and discoverer of to-day have no such 
dreadful ordeal to meet as he d d years ago. 
Men have learned that there are truths yet io 
be discovered, and he is honored who is seaich- 
ing for them. The Government has even en­ 
dowed an institution in the capital cl the na­ 
tion for the avowed purpose of publishing ex­ 
clusively new truths, new knowledge. 
Why show d not religion have the benefit of 
this advancement of the human mind ? 
Here, brethren aud sisters, is our difficulty in 
preaching the gospel to the unconverted 
Re­ 
ligion is to them too essentially new. As Paul 
says, the natural man receiveth not the things 
of the spirit, they are foolishness to him. Here 
is where the pulpit needs the help of the pews, 
the preacher the help of his believing hearers. 
For. alas, the unconverted are correctly styled 
unbelievers 1 They who have not experienced 
the saving powers and blessings of religion say 
they do not believe in it. I have lieverhandled a 
steam engine or nw a steamboa'. What would 
be thought of me if I should say I did not be­ 
lieve iu steam engines aud stesmuoats? Y'ou 
have never bandied tbe telegraph, but cau you 
say you do not believe iu tbe telegraph ? You 
have uot been sick and have never had 
the service of a physician. 
Can you say 
you do not believe there is any disease, nor any 
cure for disease? With just as much reason can 
the unconverted say they do to t believe in re­ 
ligion, in sin, or conversion, in God nor His sal­ 
vation. 
With good reason we may arraign the whole 
world of nnhelleversi and say this very progress 
of knowledge condemns them. The progress of 
knowledge proves that there may be, and doubt­ 
less are, many important truths we have uot 
known So it is in religion. There is a great 
body of believers, of men and women, who nave 
for themselves experienced the truth and value 
of pure religion. It is too late for people to say 
they do uot believe in it. Jesus said: "It 1 had 
uot done among them the works that none 
other had done they had not had sin, but now 
they have no cloak for theirsin.” The visible 
Christian Church ri-es up to condemn the uabe- 
liefof this generation. Thegospel lightof to-dav 
is shining too brightly for meu to say ihey do rió: 
believe. There is too much knowledge now abroad 
for people to say we do nut km w. It is too late a 
day for so-called philosophers toca!l themselves 
Aguostics—know nothings ; that the essentials 
ol religion are beyond the sphere of human 
knowledge. Too many good, sound-minded 
men and women do know whom they have be­ 
lieved. in whom ihey are trusting. There is 
now no excuse. The true light is now shining. 
All who have eyes are responsible for seeing 
and obeyiDg the truth of the gospel.

P rofessor B ark er and O thers Give a 
Concert a t Sausalito. 
A correspondent of the R ecord U n io n, 
writing from Sausalito under date of 
August 30th, gives the following account 
of a concert given there for the benefit of 
the Episcopal Church at that place: 
A very large audience gathered last 
Thursday evening at Sausalito Hall to hear 
a grand concert given under the direction 
of Professor Arthur 0. Barker, of Sacra­ 
mento. The audience was composed of 
the elite of this beautiful resort, aud the 
character of the performance was such as 
to make it thoroughly appreciative and en­ 
thusiastic, which wasstiown by a profusion 
of floral gifts and constant applause. Pro­ 
fessor Barker is too well known as a 
masterly and skillful ¡violinist to need 
any praise or comment on the part of tne 
writer. Tbe conceit opened with an over­ 
ture by Processor Barker, accompanied by 
Mi;s Maud Noyes on the piano. It was a 
brilliant performance, and was enthusi­ 
astically greeted. 
A cornet eo'o by Alfred P. Black, of San 
Francisco, was up to the usual high-water 
mark of that well-known cornetist. Miss 
Kate L Trueholtz, of Petaiuma, but well 
known in Sacramento, sang "La Separt- 
z:one,” by Rossini, and as au encore, sang 
"’Way Down Upon¡ihe Suwanee River.” 
Miss Trueholtz has au exquisite voice, full 
of power and sweetness, and range and 
flexibility. For several years she was the 
pupil of Car! Formes, and expects shortly 
to go to Europe to finish her musical edu­ 
cation and prepare for Ihe opera. We pre­ 
dict that Miss Trueholtz will add one more 
bright star to California's already brilliant 
constellation. 
Signor G. Cipolloni gave the audience 
“Dors Be Be” on the mandolin in a mas­ 
terly way, and for an encore gave a polka 
with guitar accompaniment. 
Miss Maud E Noyes was enthusiastically 
greeted when she made her bow before the 
audience to sing "Si To MaiaiB,” which was 
sung with her usual sweetness and expres 
sion. Miss Noyes has a voice of e.xqiiisite 
richness and remarkable flexibility. Sbe 
sang as an eucore tbe delightful ballad. 
"Leave Me Not,” in which her rich and 
expressive voice melted at times into mere 
shadows of sound. 
Miss O. C. Allen, of San Francisco, ex­ 
ecuted a brilliant polonnaise by Chopin 
upon the piano. Miss Anna Nicholson, ol 
Sausalito, recited "Lasca.” and de’ighted 
the audience with her remarkbbiy tine elo­ 
cutionary talent. As an encore she recited 
a humorous piece, entitled “Taking the 
Census.” 
The second part of the programme, in 
which most of the artists reappeared, was 
greeted wilh the same degree of enthusi­ 
asm. Rarely has Sausalito, or any other 
place, been treated to a richer feast of vocal 
and instrumental melody, all the perform­ 
ers being of high artistic merit. The con­ 
cert was due entirely to the energy and 
efforts of Professor A. C. Barker, who con­ 
ceived and carried it out within a few days 
afterwards.

The Executive Committee of the State 
Board of Agriculture has decided to offer, 
as a substitute for race No. 2 (trotting), 2:22 
class, a purse of $1,200 for a 2:21 class; and 
for purse No. 31 (2:20 class), a purse of 
$1,200 for a 2:18 class. 
The entries are to close on the 8th, at 
the same tim e those for race No. 23, the 
free-for-all, trotting purse of $1,500, will 
close. 
Records made prior to the 8th will 
be the basis. 
“There is no disguising the fact that the 
racing so far has been extremely poor,” 
said Secretary Smith in an interview with 
a San Francisco Post reporter the other day. 
“At San Jose, Napa and Petalum a there 
has not been an event decided worthy of 
being called a race. The trouble is that 
the horses are not equally matched. The 
8tate Board, however, does not propose 
that the Sacramento races shall be merely 
a series of exhibitions, hut they intend to 
have good contests. 
"It is thought the 2:18 trot will attract 
Direct, Margaret S., Sister V., Beaury Me., 
Vic H., Silas Skinner, Maggie E. and pos­ 
sibly one or two from Palo Alto. Such a 
list of entries, with half the num ber of 
starters, would result in a race worthy of 
going 100 miles to witness, and it would 
prove of additional interest on account of 
the Californians that have remained at 
home being pitted against those that have 
won glory in the East. 
“The 2:23 event will be sure to fill well, 
as owners of eligible horses will gladly 
avail themselves of an opportunity to en­ 
ter if guaranteed that the cracks will not 
be pitted against them. 
“The State meeting will be strengthened 
by the appearance of Senator Rose's stable 
of runners. The bang-tails are making a 
very poor showing this year, but we hope 
to be able to give good running at Sacra­ 
m ento.”

The Teamsters’ and Laborers’ Union 
met in Federation H all Saturday night and 
were perm anently organized under a char­ 
ter issued by the American Federation of 
Labor, by the General Organizer, Otto Bell. 
Thirty-six members were present. The 
number of their charter is 5,190. The fol­ 
lowing officers were installed for the ensu­ 
ing term: A. Hansen, Sr., President; R. 
D. Reed, Vice-President; O. Bell, Secretary; 
M. S. (,'arbine, Guardian; F. A. Nicholas, 
Guide: H . T. Burton. Treasurer; a n d H .A . 
Blakely and W. P. Hawkins, Trustees. 
Bv-Laws were adopted, Section 2 of A rti­ 
cle 6 of which provides that on and after 
the 14th of September, teamsters shall 
receive $4 per day for team and driver, $2 
per day for laborers, and that ten hours 
shall constitute a day’s work in all cases. 
A committee was appointed to wait upon 
the contractors and request them to sign 
an agreement to employ none but union 
teams to do their teaming; also that they 
would have all their teaming done by 
horses and wagon only.

THEY SENDEE TBIBUTE UNTO NEPTUNE 
WITHOUT STINT.

Death only can blot out the memory of 
the ill-fated fishing expedition in the minds 
of all the victims who chanced to have 
been on the “Hayseed” excursion from 
Sacramento to the Farallone Islands yester­ 
day. The Farallones constitute an im port­ 
ant speck on the ocean chatts, and are 
probably worth seeing, but if all those who 
traversed the briny Pacific to see the cu­ 
riosity were compelled to undergo the tor­ 
ture and tormeut as the little band of Sac­ 
ram entaos were subjected to they certainly 
have the sympathies of the “Hayseeds,” 
and tbeir congratulations upon so narrow 
an escape from death. 
Indeed, death would have been welcome 
to many of those who were yesterday on 
board the tng Relief as she pitched, roiled 
and tossed about like a cork on her journey 
to the islands. The wonder is that haíf 
the souls on board were not washed off the 
deck and left to the mercy of the sharks; 
and bad not a vigilant watch been kept 
there would certainly be several Sacra­ 
mento families in mournine to-day. Sea­ 
sickness is one of the meat peculiar, tor­ 
turing and disturbing sensations to endure 
that ever fell to the lot of a land-lubber, 
and the scene on boatd a little tug, with 
forty persons all affected at the same time, 
can better be imagined than described. 
It 
was something awful to see strewn abont 
the upper and lower decks men moaning 
and wailing, repeating at frequent intervals 
in those deep-voiced and hollow tones that 
sound like "New York!” and “Europe! ’ 
It was anything for a support, and it made 
no difference what thesupport was, whether 
a post, a rope, a railing, or the shoulder of 
a friend. Everything went (in a double 
sense), and insults were forgotten for the 
time being. 
Such were the scenes on board the tug 
yesterday morning from the time she 
reached the Golden Gate breakers until she 
headed for home after going as far out as 
the Farallones, 30 miles distant from the 
coast. 
The train which brought the Sacra­ 
mento excursionists to the Bay was six or 
seven hours late, and in consequence the 
tug Relief, which was to have left the 
Oceanic dock at 1 o’clock a. m , did not get 
away until nearly 5. Those on board were:

Captain Haskell commanded the tug, and 
had agreed with Frank Bergman, the m an­ 
ager of the excursion, to lay alongside the 
islands with the boat tor'seven or eight 
hours while those on board should enjoy 
themselves fishing. An excellent lunch 
was provided and lots of other good things, 
including a couple of dozen of watermelons 
and assorted truits. Forty fishing lines, 
with from tight to twelve hooks attached 
to each, were promised, besides $10 worth 
of bait and six large baskets in which to 
stow away fish that were (to be) caught. 
It was little less than throwing money 
away in buyiDg all these things, however. 
There were only about half a dozen persons 
in the crowd who were able to eat, among 
the num ber being Elwood Breuner, Louis 
Nicolaus and George McMullen. To make 
matters worse, they ate and then came out 
and related to the seasick ones how good 
the eggs and pancakes were. 
The crowd was in adilapidated condition 
when the island was reached, 8Dd the big 
swells tossed the tug about in such a lively 
fashion that it was all one could do to keep 
from tum bling off the deck. Only four or 
five of the crowd ventured down to fish. 
The rest were too sick, and kept up such a 
continuous pleading to go home that, 
after about ten minntea’ drifting, the tug 
was headed for the bay again. 
Not one 
fish was caught, but tour lines, valued at 
$2 50 apiece, were lost, and a washtub full 
of bait had to be left unused. 
Mr. Palm 
succeed in hauling up a crab about half an 
inch in length. 
The weather on the return trip was con­ 
siderably calmer than when starting out, 
and very few were seized with fresh attacks 
of sickness. Almost everybody felt blue, 
however, and each patient hid himself in 
somesecluded corner or laid down alongside 
the smokestack. 
San Francisco was reached at 11 o'clock 
in the morning. 
Tfie original intention 
was to get there in time to connect with 
the latest evening train for Sacramento, but 
circumstances over which the excursionists 
had no control, altered the case. 
Before 
landing at the dock the tug steamed to the 
Union Iron Works and gave the excursion­ 
ists an opportunity to see the new Govern­ 
m ent war ship San Francisco. 
She had 
painted on her smokestack in large figures, 
20.06, indicating the fast time she made on 
her trial at Santa Barbara. 
In returning from the island the tue 
passed by a large in-bound merchant ves­ 
sel, out beyond the heads, and those on 
board were given an opportnnity of seeing 
how bargaining is done at sea between tug 
owners and captains of vessels. 
The cap­ 
tain of the tug offered to take the vessel to 
dock for $100, but the master of the bark 
wanted to give but $80. 
No bargain was 
struck, and the ship was left to come in as 
best she could. 
County Auditor Frank Johnson was the 
sickest man on board the tug, and several 
times he gave up all hope, and might have 
toppled over the railing bat for the inter­ 
ference of friends. He received the leather 
ntedal which had been prepared for the 
first person taken seasick. 
Frank Bergman was all bat dead during 
the greater part of the trip. 
The bobbing 
of the tug and the fresh ocean breezes 
played sad havoc with the inner man. 
A1 Johnston got a well-defined dose of 
seasickness, as did Deputy County Clerk 
Rhoads. 
The newspaper men on board were at­ 
tacked with a vengeance. One Bee reporter 
lay in the bottom of the life-boat daring 
almost the entire trip, and another did 
contortion-work at a lively rate for some 
time. 
The R ecord Union reporter was 
nearly paralyzed, aud like some others of 
the “Hayseeds,” crawled away to where 
nobody could talk to him, said his prayers 
and lay down to die; but death refused to 
come to his relief. 
Captain Haskell 
thoroughly 
enjoyed 
himself at the expense of bis passengers 
and he thought it intensely amusing to see 
the breakers and spray wash over the deck 
and thoroughly drench his unfortunate 
victims. He consoled them with the assur­ 
ance that the sea was rougher yesterday 
than he had seen it for months. 
Most of the excursionists arrived home 
last night. They have sworn to kill the 
first man that proposes another sea voyage 
to them.

There was a reunion of active members 
of the Pacific Tnrn-Bezirk at Turner Hall 
yesterday afternoon. 
About forty Turners came up from San 
Francisco, Stockton and Oakland, and a 
right good time they had. The local m em ­ 
bers turned out in force to welcome the 
visitors, and everything possible was done 
for their comfort. At 1 o’clock all hands 
visited the gymnasium, and two hours were 
spent in class turning and other exercises. 
Some very proficient men on the horizontal 
bar, parallels, rim s aud horse were among 
the visitors, and the Sacramento men had 
about alt they could do to keep up with 
them. 
After the practicing was over an hour or 
two was spent in social intercourse and 
seeing the sights about town.

Some M nre Good Race* a t E ast P a rk by 
Local M en. 
The members of the Sacramento Athletic 
Club had another successful trial field day 
at East Park yesterday forenoon. Fully 
thirty athletes participated, and some very 
good races were run. 
The first trial was a 100-yard run, which 


was participated in by Charles Bauer, T. 
Measure, W illiam Johnson, Frank Welch 
and W illiam Newbert. It was by far the 
b*st race of the day. Professor Godefroy, 
who acted as starter, got them off well to­ 
gether. and for fifty vards it was anybody's 
race. Toward the finish, however, Bauer 
and Newbert forged ahead, and ran a dead 
heat to the tape. The time of Bauer and 
Newbert was 113 seconds.

MUBDEBOUS ASSAULT. 


A Gang; of H oodlum s A ttem p t to K ill a 
Peaceable F a rm er. 
There is a gaDg of young hoodlums who 
make their headquarters in the vicinity of 
Twenty-fourth and L streets, and they 
have been a source of no little trouble to 
people living about there, as well as to 
peaceable citizens passing that locality. 
Last night they committed a deed that 
may land at least one of their num ber in 
the State Prison. 
James Gure is an industrious vonng man, 
who has a farm in the neighborhood of 
Brighton. H e was driving past the locality 
referred to about half-past 9 o'clock on his 
way from the ranch with a load of melons 
to be marketed this morning. As he was 
passing the crowd of hoodlums they called 
to him to stop, saying they wanted to buy 
some of his melons. H e baited his team 
and sold a melon to one of the men for 10 
cents. The fellow purposely let it drop 
and broke it, and the others* grabbed the 
pieces. Gore then gave him another. 
About this time the gang began to raid 
his wagon, and he climbed upon the seat, 
put his whip to his horses and tried to get 
away from them. At this one of the hood­ 
lums threw a big stone with such good aim 
that it struck the farmer on the back of the 
head with terrible force, but being a strong 
youpg man it did not quite knock him 
from his seat. Presently the blood began 
pouring from the wound, and he drove 
rapidly to the nearest stable, while some 
citizen who witnessed the assault ran to a 
telephone and called for the police. 
Gore put up his team and some friends 
took him to the Receiving Hospital, where 
his wound was dressed by City Pfiysician 
Nichols. 
It proved to be a severe one. bat 
fortunately his skull was not fractured. 
The doctor said that if thestoue had struck 
him a few inches further forward, on either 
side of the head, it would have killed him. 
Gore was covered with gore from head to 
foot when he reached the hospital. 
In the meantime officer Stafford visited 
the scene of the assault and gained in­ 
formation concerning the participants in 
the outrage which will surely lead to their 
arrest. If Gore had been armed he would 
have been justified in shooting into the 
crowd of would-be murderers.

WEATHER FORECASTS. 


T h ey w ill be Sent to V arious P oin ts D ally 
by T elegrap h . 
S ignal Observer Barw ick, in charge o f 
th e Sacram ento Signal Office, has received 
the follow in g circular 
from Lieutenant 
Joh n P. F in ley , o f the D ivision of the P a­ 
cific, San F rancisco. 
It w ill be found of 
interest to interior cities and towns: 
For the wider dissemination of the weather 
forecast maae at this oliice, the Chief Signal 
Oflicer at Washington has authorized the lurn- 
ishiog ol dally telegraphic messages of weather 
and temperature to certain selected points in 
the State of California, under the following con­ 
ditions. 
1. It is intended to inaugurate this service on 
September 1,1891, or as soon thereafter as pos­ 
sible. 
2. Only one warning will be sent daily to any 
point. Forecasts are made twice daily at this 
office and are delivered at the Western Uni n 
telegraph office in this city, ready to be wired 
at 9:45 a. a. and 6:45 r. M 
3. Each place must elect to receive either the 
morning or evening forecast, but change can be 
made from one to tne other, upon properly no­ 
tifying this office oi the desire to make such 
Change. 
4. 'telegraphic iorecasts will only be sent at 
Government expeoseover the lints of the West­ 
ern Union Telegraph Compa'iy, as it will be 
impracticable to authorize more"than one tariff 
to any joint, in view of the large number of 
applicants for weather reports, and the limited 
appropriation available lor telegraphing them. 
It It becomes necessary to arrange lor the trans- 
m iss on of the messages over the lines of any 
other telegraph eompauy. the expense for the 
same must be defrayed by the persons receiving 
the message. 
5. Flags used for signal displays arc fully de­ 
scribed in the inclosed circular. Owing to the 
fact that the Signal Service has no appropria­ 
tion for the purchase of weather and tempera­ 
ture signal Hags, it will be necessary for all 
persons using such means of display, to furnish 
the material at tocir own < xjiense. 
’Ihe in­ 
closed circular gives the address of manufactu­ 
rers in this city and elsewhere, from whom the 
aeoessary outfit can be jmrchased. 
6. Telegraphic iorecasts will only be sent at 
Government expense to such persons as will 
furnish the necessary fiigs ana display them 
for the benefit of the public. This is the policy 
of the Chiel rdgnalOaieer, who has determined 
that by the display of weather signals the fore­ 
casts are brought more piomiueutly before the 
public than if posted in bulletin form. 
Many 
enterprising business firms are willing to per 
form this work gratuitously, in return for any 
additional publicity that may be afforded them 
in this connection, besid-s procuring the Hags 
and ren icring month'y report. 
7. Iu addition to procuring the necessary 
Bags and displaying them, any person receiv­ 
ing the forecasts must also agree to render 
monthly reports, on regular lorms furnished by 
the Chief Signal Officer. These hums require 
a record of the time the message was received, 
the flags hoisted, and the verification of the 
forecast.
